(D) On all Roof Signs over eighty (80) square feet 
in area, such signs must have in addition to vertical 
supports, guy wires on either side of signs as a pre- 
ventive measure. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 
XVII Paragraph | of the Building Code by adding thereto 
the following: 


(A) All sewer pipe from house to Septic Tank to be 
extra heavy soil pipe. 


(B) All-pipe from Septic Tank to Filter Bed to be 
extra heavy Soil Pipe. 


(C) All pipe from house to sewer to be extra heavy 
soil pipe. 

(D) All sewer connections and sewer pipe must be 
inspected before being covered in, said connections 
being made in presence of Plumbing Inspector. A Per- 
mit must be taken out before connection to sewer is 
made. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 
XVIII Paragraph 1 of the Building Code by adding there- 
to the following: 


All new and re-placed electrical installations shall be 
equipped with Type “'S” Fuse Holders. 
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The Selectmen give notive that they will be in session 
for the purpose of correcting the list of voters in said 
Town, and hearing and deciding upon the application of 
persons claiming to have their names entered on said 
list, at the Town Office on Saturday, March 2nd, 1957, 
from 9:00 A.M. to 2:00 P.M.

Annual report of Building Inspector for 1956. 


There were 163 Building Permits issued in 1956 for a 
total estimated valuation of $844,675.00, this amount is 
$90,700.00 less than last year, even though 7 more Per- 
mits were issued in 1956, it still is a healthy expansion for 
a Town of just under 6000 population. 

Of the total Permits issued, one Permit was cancelled, 
and One Permit was issued for the New Falmouth High 
School, the total estimated valuation as shown above, 
does not include this New High School, which as of 
December 31st, 1956, is approximately 85% completed.

REPORT OF FALMOUTH MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


The Falmouth Memorial Library has enjoyed another 
year of steady progress. New people in town continue, 
weekly to find and use our library, and we are glad to be 
of service. The circulation of books and periodicals is 
steadily increasing. Our records show that during 1956 
there were 10,827 books and periodicals circulated from 
the main library. 
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A major step in the progress of the library was the 
opening of the Harold W. Wright Branch in November of 
1955. This is housed in the Huston School at West Fal- 
mouth and was made possible in part by the “In Memor- 
iam” gifts for Harold W. Wright who served so many 
years as a trustee of the library. At the end of the first 
year of operation there, it was noted that there were 238 
registered borrowers and that the circulation of books 
there amounted to 2,646. 

The main library now has 5,659 books of which 4,604 
are shelved. The branch library has 796 books on their 
shelves. 

The Children’s Summer Reading Program and the 
Story Hours were conducted in both libraries and met 
with a fine response. Boxes of books were sent to each 
classroom and are changed three times a school year to 
fill winter reading needs. 
~ The Reference Section of the library is being used more 
and more by both adults and students. 

We are hopeful that the many demands being made 
by our patrons for more “open hours” at the library may 
be met in the near future. 

Again we wish to express our gratitude to the many 
friends of the library who have contributed to the library 
and its work in any way during this past year.

The public health nurse visits children that attend the 
State Cardiac and Crippled Children’s Clinics to assist 
families in carrying out the recommendations made at 
clinic. Visits are made to tuberculosis patients and those 
suspected of tuberculosis to assist them in carrying out the 
recommendations made by their physician. The most 
effective means of finding new cases of tuberculosis is 
through careful examination of persons in contact with 
known cases. 

The health council sponsors a child health conference 
the second Wednesday of every month. The public health 
nurse participates in this program by making known to 
the families of preschool children, available resources for 
meeting their needs. This is done through planning with 
the child health conference committee and physician. 
These conferences are still being held in the following 
sections of town: K of P Hall, West Falmouth, Foreside 
Community Church, Pleasant Hill Fire House and St. 
Mary's Parish House. The attendance this year was 53 
infants and 156 preschool children. This large increase in 
attendance may be due to a new program which was 
added to the child health conference in July, immunization 
against polio. To date 33 or 5% of the children 0 to 5 
years of age have been vaccinated against polio at the 
child health conference. No doubt, there are many more 
children in this age group that have been immunized by 
their private physician. Seventy-seven children have been 
vaccinated against smallpox and 45 inoculated against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus. All children 
receive a physical examination which is the most im- 
portant part of a child health conference. 

The public health nurse serves as an advisor to the 
Cumberland-Falmouth Health Council in helping the 
council plan its health education program. 

Your public health nurse wishes to express her ap- 
preciation to the health council and all interested indi- 
viduals who have assisted with the public health pro- 
grams.

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Superintendent of Schools Report 


Last year in my annual report to the town I wrote: "By 
the time of the appearance of the Town Report one year 
from this time, it is my hope that the end of shifting of 
classes and of overcrowded classrooms will be actually 
in sight.’ Certainly at this time, these welcomed changes 
are in sight. By early spring, our new Falmouth High 
School should be completed. It is the plan of your School 
Committee and Building Committee that not only the 
building itself but also its surrounding grounds will be 
ready for occupancy and use well before school starts 
next fall. | 

I would like to review here some of the goals of our 
school system that will have been reached by that time. 

~l am pleased to write that I can take them almost in their 
entirety as they first appeared in the Report of the Fal- 
mouth School Survey Committee which worked through 
the 1953-1954 school year. This pleasure is derived not 
only from the achievement itself but also from the knowl- 
edge that sound and careful planning by a conscientious 
and devoted committee has paid off. 

Let me list these objectives that we shall have 
achieved by next year: 

For our Senior High School: 

l. The provision of sufficient regular academic class- 
room space to keep the size of classes below 30 
pupils in number. 

2. The provision of sufficient space for special subjects 
and courses:

Naturally, more than simply physical additions and 
improvements are necessary in order to accomplish these 
objectives. We need the necessary number of teachers 
to handle the additions to our curriculum and to instruct 
the additional classrooms which have resulted from a 
reduction in class size. This increase in the size of our 
school personnel along with maintenance costs that in- 
crease wiih building expansion account for a subsiantial 
part of the larger school budget request. However, this 
budget does nothing more or less than provide the 
recommendations of the 1953-1954 School Survey Com- 
mittee. It provides now what we believed we wanted 
then. 

One of the changes this past year that has registered 
the greatest improvement in the efficiency and produc- 
tiveness of our school system has been the addition of an 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools to our staff. During 
the year, building programs in both Falmouth and Cum- 
berland have been nearing completion. With the added 
details involved as a consequence, it was more than an 
appropriate time to add such assistance. I am sure that 
the people of this School Union can feel assured that the 
education of their children is just so much the better for 
having made this move. 

Another change of importance to your school superin- 
tendency has been the removal of his office to the Fal- 
mouth Town Hall. Here, for the first time in years, there 
is room for efficient operation and a chance for privacy 
in conference with parents. 

As your school superintendent, I wish to express my 
appreciation to the citizens of all three towns of my 
school union for making possible these two previously 
mentioned changes. It is my sincere hope that I can help 
your children to just so much greater a degree by the 
help that you have given me through these improve- 
ments.

Falmouth High School Report 


RUTHERFORD M. DRUMMOND 
Principal 


First, I feel that it is difficult to begin this report with- 
out referring to the new high school building. 

Your faculty has been enthusiastically watching the 
progress being made on the new school. It is gratifying 
to teachers to work in a community where the citizens 
recognize the needs of a good school system. 

The teachers appreciate the courtesy extended to them 
by the School Building Committee who offered them the 
opportunity to submit suggestions which the teachers felt, 
if possible to incorporate, would improve library, labora- 
tory, and classroom facilities. To those in education this 
is a tribute to your Committee. 

In the second place, very little publicity has been given 
to the guidance program instituted a few years ago. 

The services of a certified counselor have been limited 
because of her heavy teaching schedule which necessi- 
tates conducting a homeroom while carrying on personal 
interviews. In spite of this handicap, every pupil in the 
high school is becoming familiar with the guidance serv- 
;ces and what they offer. This far-reaching purpose was 
accomplished by having group guidance classes with 
the Freshmen this fall. Among the activities of the guid- 
ance program are: (1) the study of information such as 
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the materials found in catalogues of colleges and voca- 
tional schools, (2) the discussion of entrance require- 
ments, (3) scholarships, and (4) an analysis of literature 
on careers and occupations. 


A variety of aptitude and interest tests are adminis- 
tered as the needs occur. Both these and the high school 
record are used in planning beyond high school. Several 
personal conferences follow up the interpretation of these 
tests and other materials. In every instance effort is made 
to see if his preparation has been adequate. 


Last April members of the Junior Class participated in 
a Career Day sponsored by the Triple C and held at 
North Yarmouth Academy. Experts in many different 
occupations spoke about the requirements, advantages, 
and disadvantages in their fields, and also regarding the 
factors involved in holding a job. 


Provisions have been made in the new high school 
building for increasing our guidance facilities. 


SCHOOL HEALTH NURSE'S REPORT

The Community of Falmouth, over the period of three 
years I have been serving it, has increased its benefits 
provided by the Health Program as you will see from my 
following report. 


I wish to thank the Falmouth Health Council, Red 
Cross, Health Officers, School Physician, Lions Club, Ki- 
wanis Club, Good Will Club, Selectmen, The P. T. A. 
Groups, Crew Club, Cumberland County Tuberculosis 
and Health Association, the various clinics of the Maine 
Medical Center, The Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
teachers, and bus drivers for their cooperation and help 
toward the welfare of Falmouth Schools.

The State Health Department urges ALL PARENTS to 
take advantage of the Salk Vaccine. Immunization to this 
dread disease is IMPORTANT to all of us. 

This year, Falmouth has a speech correction program 
for the first time. A speech therapist, Mrs. Roberta Han- 
son, spends one afternoon a week in the various schools 
approximately three hours. All age levels are eligible 
but participation is limited by time. Referrals come from 
the teachers and school nurse, with the speech therapist 
determining the final program. As openings appear in 
the classes they are filled from a waiting list. 

At present, thirteen boys and girls are seen in an 
afternoon. All work is in groups. There are three groups 
in speech correction and one for speech (lip) reading. 
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With the sponsorship of the Falmouth Health Council, 
the Dental Clinic will be held from January 22 to May 14, 
1957. Dental work which is necessary to be done for all 
second, third and fourth grade pupils will be completed. 


SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM REPORT 
HAZEL L. BROWN, Supervisor 


The school lunches started this year on September 10, 
1956, serving about 825 children per day. This is an in- 
crease of 100 over last year and 325 over a period of 
three years. 


There are five kitchens in Falmouth with food being 
transported to two other schools. 


The requirements of a type A lunch are:

We are urged by the National and State School Lunch 
Program to serve | vitamin A and 1 vitamin C foods each 
day.

SECONDARY MUSIC SUPERVISOR’S REPORT 


The new work-text courses in Music Science have been 
expanded and now include three divisions in the Motz 
Jr. High School. Although comprehensive in scope, these 
courses do not require any natural tendency toward 
music to enable a student to pass. A similar course on 
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high school level has been tentatively planned for next 
year as an elective. 

The formation of a new Motz school band has been 
achieved with the two-fold purpose of serving their own 
school and also grooming young musicians for high 
school groups. 

Our major objectives for the current year include the 
annual “Variety Show” featuring the Falmouth High 
chorus and numerous student acts; the annual Christmas 
concert embracing groups from both Motz and Falmouth 
High Schools, the Easter Concert and Pageant; participa- 
tion in the ‘Gould Award” competition (we have one 
finalist at this point); and the Western Maine Audition 
Festival competition which takes place this year in Bidde- 
ford. Both choruses and the band will be entered. The 
Memorial Day parade and graduation music complete 
the scheduled list. | 

The improved facilities available next year in the new 
high school should add incentive to all concerned and we 
are eagerly looking forward to their uze.

These include an operetta at West 
Falmouth, Spring programs at the Underwood, Graves 
and Motz Schools and Christmas programs this year at 
Underwood and Pine Grove Schools. I should like here to 
express my appreciation of the cooperation I have re- 
ceived at all times from the elementary school teachers 
of Falmouth.

REPORT OF A SPECIAL CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE 
IN FALMOUTH TO STUDY 
ADULT-YOUTH RELATIONSHIPS 


The Committee: Rev. E. Milton Grant, Chairman; Mrs.

lis Tasks: At the request of the Board of Selectmen and 
the School Committee of Falmouth, this Committee was 
asked to do three things: 

(1) Study a trend, recently thought an accentuated 
trend among some youths, toward a disrespect for 
civil and moral law, resulting in petty larcenies, 
vandalism and the lessening of the safety and se- 
curity of Falmouth Citizens. 

(2) Evaluate our town’s resources and our collective 
and individual responsibilities to deal with such 
a situation, to the end of fostering a more positive 
citizenship among all our residents. 
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(3) To make recommendations to the town for policies 
or programs which seem desirable and necessary, 
if the town and its people are to deal effectively 
with such a situation.

Your Committee, using the informal panel discussion 
method in its meetings, sought consistently to be objec- 
tive, impersonal and realistic concerning the matter at 
hand. We found great value, and felt a genuine pleas- 
ure, in being asked to serve in a forthright examination 

of a civic problem. Moreover, we hope that in this brief 

report we may convey to our fellow citizens an impetus 
toward a workable solution for this and kindred prob- 
lems which are forever requiring mature study and alert 
action on the part of conscientious residents in any com- 
munity. 


i. 


The following is a summary of our group thinking 
abeut “the trend—among some youths toward disrespect 
for civil and moral laws, resulting in petty larcenies, van- 
dalism, and the lessening of the safety and security of 
Falmouth Citizens”: 

Despite a concentration of those whose conduct creates 
serious community problems, the vast majority of our 
youths are citizens of real promise, of whom the town 
may be proud and in whom we may have confidence. 
“The overwhelming number”, as expressed by one of the 
students, “are conformists, whose conduct follows the 
patterns of socially acceptable behaviour.” The very 
small percentage of non-conformists, whose behaviour 
patterns tend to be anti-social, appear as attention-get- 
ters. Their numbers seem to be on the increase in Fal- 
mouth, although they may simply have the means of 
making themselves more conspicuous than formerly. 
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The great danger from this group, apart from the ruin- 
ing of their own lives and their nuisance to the com- 
munity, is that they may exert a negative influence upon 
other young people, especially the less mature and more 
impressionable who may tend to admire and imitate 
them. 

It was noted that some of these “non-conformists” are 
outside the Falmouth High School. 

Among the minority of young people drinking is rather 
common, and its effects are noted occasionally at school 
events and other gatherings in the community. 


The availability of automobiles to young people in- 
creases their mobility and their ability to escape adult 
supervision. The increase of careless and fast driving 
was noted. Often when a young man is allowed to have 
his own car while still in school, he takes a part-time joo 
to purchase it and keep it running; and because sucn 
jobs with comparatively high salaries are available, this 
tends to decrease the students interest in school work and 
activities. In the more rare and extreme situations, a 
youthful car owner may turn to petty larcenies, etc., to 
acquire the wherewithal to sustain his vehicle. 


It was noted here that the maximum penalty for speed- 
ing or careless driving which local authorities can impose 
on a juvenile (under 17), is the suspension of license for 
ten days—which is so light a penalty that it fosters con- 
tempt for driving regulations. It was similarly pointed out 
that the limitations imposed upon courts in dealing with 
cases of contempt for law among juveniles, oftentimes re- 
sults in such reactions as, “you can’t touch me! I’m a 
juvenile.” Thus, a need for a set of town ordinances, 
and the granting of more authority to local, and other 
enforcement agencies are indicated. 


The problems of young people, with respect to the spe- 
cific subject under discussion are often related to irre- 
sponsibility in their parents. Some such parents allow 
an almost unlimited freedom, with little or no home ac- 
tivities and duties wherewith the youths could take up 
the slack of leisure time. In too many cases there is a 
strong trend away from a conservative point of view con- 
cerning the family as a responsible social unit. This is 
reflected both in the youth’s basic attitudes and in some 
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parents refusal to establish a cooperative working rela- 
tionship with school and other authorities. 

In this connection the Committee gave weight to the 
suggestion that the law should place more responsibility 
for the misbehaviour of children upon the parents, as 
is the case in some other states. 

The suggestion was made that friendly contact might 
be established by a group of concerned citizens with the 
parents of children in whom the first signs of trouble have 
appeared. 

It was felt that those in whom patterns of anti-social 
behaviour and attitudes have become hardened and 
fixed should somehow be separated from contact with 
the rest of the community of youth. 

The Committee concluded this phase of its study by 
re-asserting the confidence of the community in the great 
majority of our young people, who are responsible and 
constructive citizens, in whom we should and do have 
great pride. We similarly recognize that the vast majority 
of our homes are the centers of unified, happy and intelli- 
gent families, with parents and children mutually re- 
spectful each of the others, and all contributing to the 
welfare of the community. The steady greatening of this 
“plus-side” majority is a challenging goal for all of us. 


I]. 


The Committee’s second assignment, you will recall, 
was to “evaluate Falmouth’s various resources and ac- 
tivities, and our collective responsibilities, to deal with 
the situation under study, to the end of fostering a more 
constructive citizenship among all our residents”. 

In our study of recreational and social activities for 
the youths of Falmouth, we found that through interested 
parents, youth organizations, churches, varied service 
groups and town supported activities within and outside 
the schools, there are adequate opportunities for youth 
participation in a wide variety of interests. Moreover, a 
great majority of the town’s youths do take advantage 
of one or more of these activities, and their participation 
in them is on a voluntary basis. 

Because of the unusually large area within Falmouth 
boundaries, transportation presents a problem both for 
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parents and for the sponsors of recreational and social 
events. It also results in a decentralization of such activi- 
ties, which we now have. It is felt that because of this 
and related factors, there may be a need within the com- 
munity of a social and recreational council to coordinate 
all such activities for young people, and to give guidance 
in expanding or strengthening them in their “coverage” 
of all geographical areas. 

The Committee noted that all successful creative activi- 
ties for youths required not only qualities of leadership 
and enthusiastic participation among the young people, 
but also the encouraging interest of parents in their chil- 
dren's leadership and participation; and, further, the par- 
ents’ readiness, when called upon, to help guide and 
supervise such activities. 

The Committee felt keenly that home-centered activi- 
ties, within neighborhoods and with congenial parent 
participation, can provide the very finest pattern of 
leisure-time fun, and compliment all other patterns. Prob- 
ably no other area of youth guidance invites more im- 
agination and responsibility on the part of parents than 
this. 

At a later time the Committee expects to make availa- 
ble a complete list of all activities for young people in 
Falmouth. We do wish here to acknowledge the follow- 
ing classifications of ‘“‘clubs’’ or organized units within 
Falmouth which play a vital part in the enrichment of 
life for children and youths: 

The schools—in a vast array of athletic, social and 
special-interest units; in addition to their all-important 
and major concern with education. 

The P.T.A.’s, in support of the above, and in self-spon- 
sored evenis. 

The Boy and Girl Scout programs for various age lev- 
els (sponsored, as always, by local groups such as 
churches and the Firemen’s Association). 

The Falmouth Playground Council (in cooperation with 
The American Legion), newly formed but well-launched 
into a public playground development and program 
worthy of full support and interest. 


The Churches—each possessing a vital youth group 
with religious concern (primarily) but also with an out- 
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reach of social leadership and community service. 

The Crew Club, sponsoring an excellent canteen in 
cooperation with St. Mary’s Church which provides the 
facilities; Community Church, another fine canteen cen- 
ter. 

The Lion's Club (Junior league baseball); The 4-H 
Clubs; the several units of the Grange; neighborhood 
parents’ units, such as one Pleasant Hill group, sparking 
and guiding “Hi-Fi”, a fast growing, youth-managed 
canteen! 

With gratitude, then, this Committee recognizes the 
important services rendered by all the above groups, and 
the people who work in them. We can never “rest on 
our oars’, satisfied. But we can be glad for present 
achievements and continuing efforts, in guiding young 
people into pleasant and useful patterns of citizenship. 


IIT. 


The Committee, at this point, is aware that the fore- 
going paragraphs do not represent an exhaustive ap- 
praisal of the problems being considered. Neither do we 
feel that we have grasped or answered all the questions 
involved. It is our hope, more than our assurance that 
we have established something of a perspective from 
which you and ourselves can view a community situa- 
tion more wisely and deal with it more effectively. 

Our third assignment, as we interpreted it, was “to 
make recommendations to the town for policies or pro- 
grams which seem desirable or necessary if, as a towns- 
people, we are to deal effectively with such a situation.” 

We will come soon to certain specific recommenda- 
tions. But we would first like to preface them with two 
basic premises which, in our study together, have be- 
come convictions in our minds. 

A. Simply “deploring’, “condemning”, or “being 
alarmed by” any negative youthful behaviour pattern is 
not enough for any citizenry. It seems to us that all of 
our citizens must maintain a constant selfappraisal— 
to discover every social, parental, and civic factor in- 
volved in that negative behaviour pattern, in youths or 
others. 
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What, for example, do we as citizens do, collectively 
or individually, (a) to prevent or discourage delinquency, 
or (b) to foster, encourage and commend constructive 
youthful activities, and (c) to support those agencies— 
educational, religious, civic or political—whose concern 
it is to promote the positive norms of behaviour? Such 
self-examination, we believe is a prerequisite to good 
citizenship. | 

B. Again, in our judgment—the apprehension of de- 
linquency is of little value unless we also apprehend 
the causes for it—and create means to deal with equal 
ardor and efficiency, both with the delinquency and with 
the factors which developed it! 


From such considerations, this Committee believes . 
some definite action should be taken by the town, in the 
following directions: Accordingly, we recommend— 


A. That the Town of Falmouth, through its citizens at the 
forthcoming Town Meet:ng, should sense the imperative 
need for, and adequaiely underwrite the budget of, a sup- 
stantially augmented police department. The quality of 
our police officers is unquestioned. They serve with a fine 
baility, with an excellent sense of judgment, and with 
due courtesy. But they also serve without always clearly 
defined authority—in local, county or state ordinances; 
without adequate personnel and equipment; and often 
without the cooperation due them from the citizens. 


At an early meeting of this Committee, it was voted to 
present the above recommendation to the Budget Com- 
mittee. This was done by one of our members (also on 
the Budget Committee), and after consultation with the 
police chief. To the recommendation was attached a 
suggested pattern for the enlarged police force. The 
Budget Committee gave hearty approval to the general 
plan, and took steps to assure its most practical applica- 
tion to Falmouth’s needs. Subsequently, the Budget Com- 
mittee is presenting to the voters and encouraging their 
favorable action upon, the warrants necessary to estab- 
lish and maintain a much more adequate police force. 


We believe that most of our citizens will support this 
plan. The welfare and protection of our residents, as well 
as the security of our properties, seem urgently to call 
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for a vital strengthening of our own law enforcement 
agency. 

B. We further recommend that a thorough evaluation 
be made of ordinances already in force and of those 
which may seem to be needed, to give the police depart- 
ment the legal tools required for the handling of their 
important work, (1) in effecting the security of Falmouth’s 
homes, people and properties, (2) in apprehending and 
dealing firmly with any persons (young or old) who 
violate the laws designed.to establish that security; and 
(3) in working with and through police and court authori- 
ties at the higher levels of jurisdiction. 

C. We turther recommend that there be authorized and 
established by the Town of Falmouth, after due consid- 
eration of its form, representation and membership, a 
Citizen's Community Study Council (by any name), 
whose purpose and concern would be of the following 
nature: 

(1) To be objectively alert to and concerned about any 
such community problem as may now exist or may 
appear, (such as the specific problem which this 
Committee has reviewed); 

(2) To analyze such problems, through careful study 
and inquiry; 

(3) And in an advisory capacity and with a positive, 
dispassionate approach, to inform the townspeople 

.of such problems and suggest ways for their solu- 
tion. 

Such a Council could well point the way to a more 
adequately informed, more closely integrated, and more 
efficiently organized citizenry in the whole town.

The major fire loss of the year occurred at the farm of 
William Allen, on the Cumberland Center road, West 
Falmouth, where a huge four story hen house and a 
large brooder house, were a toial loss. 

These buildings belonged to Mr. Allen, and housed 
3,200 hens and 1,200 pullets, belonging to Mr. Richard 
Casparius, a neighbor. Although the Allen dwelling was 
but thirty feet from the burning hen house prompt re- 
sponse and effective fire fighting, saved this building. 
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Other fire losses occurred at Perry’s store, West Fal- 
mouth, at Ena Heikkinen on the Leighton road, West Fal- 
mouth; a shed fire at Edmond Gomes on the Falmouth 
road; and one MG car belonging to Charles Fenton, at 
the Foreside. 


Plans for 1957 


During the last year (1956) the underwriters completed 
their survey of the Town's fire fighting facilities, which 
include the fire department and equipment, the fire alarm 
system, water supply, building and fire prevention code. 

The following is what they offer: 

A big reduction in fire insurance cost, the Town going 
from Class D to C. Class D rates—Dwellings $3.10 Con- 
tents $3.60 for each $1,000.00 insurance. Class C rates—- 
Dwelling $2.30 Contents $2.80 for each $1,000.00 insur- 
ance. This reduction affects all one and two story dwell- 
ings within 500 feet of a hydrant. 

All dwellings over 500 feet but less than 1,000 feet will 
be in Class D. There will be a reduction of 10% on all 
Churches, Halls and Schools. 

To obtain this reduction, here is what we must do. 
Establish a permanent fire alarm headquarters, with a 
man on duty twenty-four hours a day, to receive all emer- 
gency calls and dispatch men and equipment as re- 
quired. 

Install direct telephone lines from central switchboard 
to each fire station. Install direct telephone signal circuits 
from headquarters to each fire station, to operate the fire 
alarm air horns. 

Replace all obsolete fire pumpers. (20 years is maxi- 
mum age.) 

We have three that must be replaced by 1960, Engine 
No. 2 purchased in 1937, Engine Nos. 1 and 4 purchased 
in 1939. All new pumpers purchased are good for twenty 
years. 

Here is what we plan to do: 

Remodel the old town office, upstairs in the Town Hall. 
Move our radio equipment from Blackstrap and West 
Falmouth to the Town Hall. Install mast and antenna on 
roof. Install 3500 watt engine generator (for standby 
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power). Complete our air horn installation at Engine 
Nowe 

This system will be positive, and give us much better 
dispatching and response. The present system called the 
Red Network will be discontinued. This new insurance 
rate will not save the people of Falmouth a lot of money 
during the next three years while we are buying the 
three new pumpers, but will mean a considerable saving 
after that. 

This new system will give you much better fire protec- 
tion, and can be used for both Fire and Police.

Falmouth Police Department Report 


This report covers only the last eight months of the 
year 1956 or since the appointment of the present chief 
of police. 

The department consists of fifteen men including the 
chief and operates on much the same basis as the Fire 
Department in that all members have other occupations 
and are paid only for the hours actually worked in con- 
nection with this department. 

The complaints investigated or otherwise attended to 
consisted of break and entry, petty larceny, grand lar- 
ceny, disorderly conduct, prowlers, suspicious characters, 
speeding on highways not patrolled by the State Police, 


vandalism, trespassing, missing persons including lost 
children, disturbing the peace, disposing of skunks, dead 
cats and dogs and attending to lost or stray dogs. 

In addition to complaints there has been one officer! 
on traffic duty for a short time each morning of school 
days. Several men were on traffic duty for a few hours 
on Memorial Day and the Fourth of July. Houses of resi- 
dents who were away on extended trips were checked 
night and day at irregular hours. Patrols consisting of 
two men in private cars have covered every section of 
the town on irregular schedules and special patrols have 
covered certain sections and places where trouble was 
anticipated. In order to give the town the best protection 
possible for the amount appropriated the hours worked 
were varied daily from one half hour for one man to an 
average of six hours for twelve men on duty according 
to the actual or anticipated need. 

_ Approximately 2,500 miles were driven by cars on pa- 
trol or investigating complaints. 

Caps and badges have been furnished all police and 
seven uniforms have been provided. The chief's car has 
been equipped with a 50 watt mobile car radio with 6 
and 12 volt cables which enables him to talk directly to 
the State Police and the Sheriff's Dept. 

We have held monthly meetings for the purpose of 
comparing notes and for instructions. All members at- 
tend these very regularly. Smaller conferences are held 
when needed. 

We have had the cooperation of the State Police, other 
municipal police departments and many citizens but hope 
in time to obtain the assistance of all law abiding citizens 
by their being alert to suspicious actions and notifying 
this department of such actions and all unlawful acts as 
soon as possible.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Through the inteerst and cooperation of the Health 
Council and individuals in the community in sponsoring 
health activities, the public health nurse has been able 
to continue services to families needing help in solving 


their health problems. 


The most important function of the public health nurse 
is still home visiting, because it is through this service 
she visits families in their homes to help them plan for 
maintaining good health and to make known to them 
available resources to meet their health needs. 


The Health Council sponsors a child health conference 
the second Wednesday of the month at 9:00 a.m. These 
conferences are held in the following sections of town: 
February, March; April—St. Mary's Parish House; May, 
June, July—K. of P. Hall, West Falmouth; August, Septem- 
ber, October—Foreside Community Church and Novem- 
ber, December, January—Pleasant Hill Fire House. Forty- 
seven infants and. 119 preschool children were admitted 
to the conference this year. The total attendance was 
much larger because most of the children made more 
than one visit. 
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All children received a physical examination and the 
public health nurse discussed with the families the physi- 
cian's findings and assisted them in obtaining further 
help whenever it was necessary. 

In addition, fifty-four children 0 to 5 years of age were 
immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus. Thirty-two were vaccinated against smallpox. 
Eighty-nine received second and third inoculations of 
polio vaccine. Last year at this time only 33 children had 
received polio vaccine at the child health conferences. 

The Health Council sponsored three polio vaccine 
clinics for the 0 to 20 age group. Seventy-nine received © 
their first and second inoculations and 49 received their 
third inoculation. The public health nurse assisted with 
these clinics. 

The public health nurse visits children that attend the 
State Cardiac and Crippled Children Clinics to assist 
families in carrying out the recommendations made by 
the doctors at the clinics. The tuberculosis program is 
another important function of the public healih nurse, 
home visits are mace to patients with tuberculosis and 
suspected of tuberculosis to assist them in carrying out 
the recommendations made by their physician. 

The public health nurse serves as an adviser to the 
local Health Council in helping the council plan its health 
program. 

In addition to the regular activities carried out by the 
public health nurse, plans are being made for adult polio 
clinics. 

Your public health nurse wishes to express her appre- 
ciation to the Health Council and all individuals who 
have assisted with the public health nursing program.

REPORT OF 


FALMOUTH FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department has had an excellent year as re- 
gards the number of fires, 101 calls in 1957, as against 
137 in 1956. But due to two delayed alarms, the fire losses 
for 1957 were two and one-half times the 1956 losses. 

These two fires were the Dr. Ralf Martin house and 
barn, extensively damaged; and the home of Charles H. 
Varnum, second floor and roof extensively damaged. 
These two fires make up eighty-one percent of our fire 
losses.

Most of these fires are the result of carelessness, ten of 


the grass fires started from incinerators, burning on a 


windy day, and burning in a poorly constructed or un- 
covered incinerator. 


One of the dwelling fires started from the same cause, 
also five of the brush and slash fires. 


Let us be careful of these incinerators, be sure they are 
in good condition and covered, they are our chief cause 
of fires. 


Remember YOU are responsible if YOUR fire gets out 
of control and damages someone else’s property! 


REMEMBER, you must get a permit to burn grass, 
brush, or rubbish. These permits are issued at Fire Head- 
quarters, located at the Town Hall, and are good for the 
day and hour they are issued for only.

FIRE PREVENTION PROGRAM 


If you are one of ihe parents who filled out a Fire Pre- 
vention Home Check List, and have read some of the 
Fire Prevention folders and literature your children bring 
home, you are well aware of the School Fire Prevention 
Program. 

During this year, 1958, I plan to carry this program 
into the clubs Granges, lodges, and other organizations 
in t he town. And to a limited extent into the homes. 

The modern Fire Department considers fire prevention 
just as important as fire extinguishment, if we can pre- 
vent these fires before they start, we can save lives and 
property. 

Remember: “A clean house seldom burns.” 


WHAT WE HAVE DONE AND PLAN TO DO IN 1958 


On May second we (the Fire Chief and two dispatch- 
ers) put into operation our new Fire Headquarters, lo- 
cated upstairs in the Town Hall. This headquarters has 
a man on duty twenty-four hours a day, working twelve- 
hour shifts. 

We handle all emergency calls, and complaints, for 
both the Fire Department and the Police Department, dis- 
patching the proper equipment and manpower to take 
care of the emergency. 

Civil Defense is also in this office. In this way we can 
operate more efficiently and save on duplication of man- 
power and equipment. 

A radio and telephone log is kept of all calls to the 
Fire and Police Departments, giving the exact time, and 
details of the message, received or sent. We have found 
that this new system has cut minutes from our alarm to 
response time, which could be the difference between a 
small fire and a large one, or a rescue or a death. ‘How 
much is a life worth?” 

As I explained in my report last year we have to 
replace our old fire pumpers when they become twenty 
years old. We have one that has to be replaced this year 
(its twenty-first year), one next year, and one the next, 
making a total of three (3). Each of these new pumpers 
have a life span of twenty years of useful life. Cost new 
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$12,500.00 with a depreciation rate of $625.00 per year 
(1958 prices). 


THIS YEAR'S BUDGET 


This year and the following two years will see a rela- 
tively high Fire Dept. budget, due to the necessity of pur- 
chasing new pumping equipment, then we should get 
gack to around twenty-five thousand a year.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF POLICE 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


On May 1, 1957, the Falmouth Police Department 
started operations on a full time basis. Your Chief, Ray- 
mond S .Marshall, Jr., worked alone for the first month. 
In June a full time Patrolman was selected from a group 
of applicants by the Chief and the Falmouth Police 
Comm. 

The Chief and Patrolman attended a two-week’s Police 
School conducted by the Portland Police Department. The 
Chief also attended special training at the Department of 
the State Bureau of Identification, at Augusta, Maine. In 
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mid-summer seven Special Police and one Police Matron 
were added to the Department. Since the appointment of 
the Special Police, they have received two hours weekly 
of classroom training, plus, on the job training. 

A loan of six 38-Cal. Special Colt Revolvers with belt 
and holsters, was obtained from the Maine State Police. 
Needless to say this loan made it possible to equip our 
men at a great saving of money to the taxpayer. Equip- 
ment purchased for the use of the Department includes 
a cruiser car, a combination resuscitator-inhalator, 
stretcher, first aid equipment, fingerprint equipment, a — 
4x5 camera and darkroom equipment, all being a part of 
the necessary tools for effective police work. 

Our record system has been set up as recommended 
by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. The Falmouth 
Police Department has become a contributing agent to 
both the State and Federal Bureaus of Investigation. 

The Falmouth police cruiser car operated 40,451 miles 
from May 29, 1957, to Dec. 31, 1957, answering 745 com- 
plaints and requests for services. This department in- 
vestigated 35 of the 45 automobile accidents that oc- 
curred within the Town of Falmouth.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Town of Falmouth—1957 


In September, 1957, the Falmouth schools opened with 
greatly improved facilities. The high school students were 
in the new high school; the junior high school students 
were occupying the old high school; the Motz School con- 
tained children of the middle grades. Fourteen new 
teaching positions were opened which greatly improved 
the educational system. With the added facilities it was 
possible to expand the educational program to include 
industrial arts and home economics for the junior high 
school and physical education for both boys and girls 
starting with grade seven through the high school. Since 
early December a Saturday recreational program for 
both the boys and the girls has been operating under 
the direction of trained supervisors. The recreational pro- 
grom has included the sixth, seventh and eighth grades 
as well as the high school boys. 

The adult evening school opened with courses in type- 
writing, shorthand, bookkeeping, home economics, indus- 
trial arts, and physical education for both men and 
women being offered. There are sixty-five registered for 
courses. The adult evening school is self supporting and 
_ will not require any funds from the school budget. 

In looking to the future we must consider the high 
school approval and accreditation programs which be- 
come effective on July 1, 1960. 

“Approval and accreditation, the dual evaluation 
of Maine secondary schools, is designed to improve 
the quality of the education offered. All schools that 
desire recognition for attendance, tuition or subsidy 
purposes must be approved. Accreditation is in ad- 
dition to approval and is purely voluntary. However, 
such accreditation does give the applying school an 
opportunity to compare its educational offerings with 
certain recognized standards, thus providing an 
evaluative procedure that should be of assistance in 
appraising the functions and success of a good sec- 
ondary school.” 
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Although Falmouth High School is rated as a Class A 
secondary school, it will be necessary to make certain 
curriculum changes and additions in order to be ap- 
proved and accredited by the State Department of Edu- 
cation, when the law becomes effective. 

The physical education program must be expanded to 
include all students in the high school. 
alent of five teaching periods in the basic schedule.” 

The average teaching load must “not exceed the equiv- 
alent of five teaching periods in the basic schedule.” 

In so far as possible, the pupils are to be grouped 
homogeneously. | 

A certified librarian must be available on a halftime 
basis. 

The school must have a certified Guidance Counselor. 

The 1958 school budget includes the funds needed to 
provide for the changes which are necessary to have 
the high school meet accreditation and approval stand- 
ards. 

In order to obtain the best results from our public 
school program, it is evident that each child should have 
the opportunity to work at his maximum capacity. Group 
intelligence tests will be continued to provide informa- 
tion as to the child's ability. In special cases, where 
more definite results are needed, the group tests will be 
followed by individual tests. From the school records 
and test results it will be possible to establish an instruc- 
tional program which should be of greater benefit to the 
children.

Through the cooperation of a well-estab- 
lished health council and all individuals in the town, 
your School Health Nurse has been able to carry on the 
Public Health Program successfully. 

some of the basic functions of the school health nurse 
are, supervision of all school clinics, conferences with 
students concerning any of their personal problems, im- 
mediate first aid, home visits and contacts with parents 
by telephone. 

Assistance to parents in solving any of their health 
problems and maintaining good health would always be 
welcome from this department. 

I wish to thank the Falmouth Health Council, Health 
Officers, School Physician, Lions Club, Kiwanis Club, 
pelectmen, the P.T.A. groups, Cumberland County Tu- 
berculosis and Health Association, the various clinics of 
the Maine Medical Center, the Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, teachers and bus drivers for their cooperation 
and help toward the welfare of Falmouth schools. 

Consent slips must be returned to the Health Depart- 
ment before any clinic work is done with any student.

Practically all students in Falmouth schools have re- 
ceived their Salk Vaccine “shots’’ either through the 
school department or from their own physicians. 


Asiatic Flu and Salk Vaccine “shots” have been made 
available to all school personnel this year at $1.00 per 
shot. 


Because of the increasing need for the use of X-ray 
procedures in the diagnosis and treatment of various 
diseases and because of the fact that there is an accu- 
mulative effect from multiple X-ray exposure, chest X-ray 
surveys of the general population are not to be encour- 
aged. Much has been written about the effects of X-ray, 
but the advantages far outweigh the disadvantages. Par- 
ents should feel no alarm if an X-ray is ordered to verify 
a positive reaction from a test. 


Either Patch Testing or Mantoux Skin Testing will be 
supplemented in its place with recommendations for a 
chest plate for means of a more complete check by a 
competent radiologist for the positive reactors. 


Falmouth has continued the speech program this year 
with Mrs. Helen S. Lowell, West Scarborough, as speech 
therapist. The program has been enlarged with approxi- 
mately nine hours instruction weekly. All age levels are 
included from sub-primary through high school. Students 
needing help were selected from last year’s students and 
referrals from principals, teachers and the school nurse. 


At present, forty-six pupils are receiving speech thera- 
py. They have weekly classes, the classes being divided 
into groups of speech reading, general articulatory dis- 
orders (including lisping), repaired cleft palates, voice 
disorders and stuttering. 


With the sponsorship of the Falmouth Health Council, 
the Dental Clinic will be held from January 22 to May 14, 
1958. Denial work which is necessary to be done for all 
second, third, fourth and fifth grade pupils will be com- 
pleted.

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REPORT OF THE » 
HIGH SCHOOL MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


The music department has instituted a new high school 
course in General Music, involving instruction in theory 
and elementary harmony; diagnosis of classical forms, 
aided by phonograph records plus a supplementary 
work-text phase. 

The course is elective and the class numbers twelve. 
Results thus far have been gratifying as it is a start to- 
ward enhancing the curriculum with classical courses. 

This is the third year of music worktext courses in the 
seventh and eighth grades. There are eight divisions 
which hold class once a week. The aim of their progres- 
sive studies is to send the students to high school with a 
firm, basic knowledge of the mechanics of music. I am 
enthusiastic over the results. 

Our Junior High School band is in its second year and 
now-proudly numbers eighteen. Morale is high and pros- 
pects even better. They have played numerous times 
at assemblies, teachers’ meetings and for parent-teacher 
affairs. The eighth graders are now being rehearsed with 
the high school band and have participated in several 
basketball games as members of the greater Falmouth 
High band. 


The Junior High chorus is now a selective unit. We 
refer to it as our “Singing Team”. They have appeared 
at the usual functions requiring vocal music and number 
approxiniately forty-five. 

The Falmouth High Chorus and orchestra, combined 
with similar groups from Greely Institute, presented the 
annual Christmas concert last December at the new high 
school auditorium. The feature offering was the tradi- 
tional ‘Story of Christmas”, by Ringwald, performed with 
supplementary tableaux effects directed by Miss Rogers 
and Miss Buck of the high school faculty. 


Our next chorus objective is the Spring Concert, fol- 
lowed by the Western Maine Festival, and graduation. 


Memorial Day will be observed by our Falmouth- 
Cumberland combined bands in parades in both towns. 
The unit should number fifty-five; thirty from Falmouth 
and twenty-five from Cumberland, making it the largest 
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marching band we have thus far mustered. 

As a closing thought, with the excellent groundwork 
being done by our new elementary supervisor, Mrs. Bea- 
trice Bowen, we look forward to bigger and better bands 
in the near future. As it stands, we are one of two Triple 
C schools who “field” bands for varsity basketball games. 
With more rehearsal time scheduled for next year, plus 
some new material, we can continue the present trend 
toward improved musical groups.

REPORT OF THE 
ELEMENTARY MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Since September it has been my pleasure to serve as 
your new elementary music supervisor. During the first 
two months of the fall term I endeavored to make weekly 
visits to the six schools, with a total of thirty-two classes, 
in the two and one-half days that 1 am assigned to your 
town. The impossibility of achieving a balanced and suc- 
cessful music program in a class of such short duration 
forced me to schedule my visits over a two week period. 
With an adequate time allotment I am now able to com- 
bine instruction in the technical fundamentals of music 
with the singing phase of the lesson. 

My main goal is to bring a basis singing experience 
to all children, for singing is the heart of the elementary 
music program. I feey very strongly that a lifetime love 
for music and the personal pleasure derived from active 
participation in the field of music should be stimulated 
and developed during the early school years. 

The importance of music in the total school curriculum 
is being increasingly recognized. Whenever possible I 
teach songs that correlate with the social studies, litera- 
ture, art and recreation program of the classroom teach- 
er. At all levels I stress the dramatization of songs to in- 
spire the children toward self expression. I particularly 
enjoy presenting the origin and the historical or legen- 
dary backgrounds of the songs. 

My sincere hope is that I am providing through the 
medium of music opportunities for enriching the develop- 
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ment of your children. Many joys are mine as we sing 
together. The child's lifelong need for music is expressed 
simply and beautifully in this song written and com- 
posed by Peter W. Dykema: 
‘Somewhere a child in the dawning is singing, 

Free as a bird when it welcomes the day. 

Rising and falling, on goes the song, 

Ringing with joy and with hope that is strong. 

We, too, need music to lift us and cheer us, 

Come then, and sing all our cares away.”

FALMOUTH SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 


In making my report this year I would again like to 
bring to your attention that the federal subsidy has been 
lowered another 1/c per child. In the last nine years it 
has been reduced from 9c per child to the present 41/)c, 
with the cost of the meal to the child remaining the 
same. 

We are serving an average of 850 children’s meals per 
day, or approximately 144,500 meals per year. The loss 
of 14,c would mean $722.50 per year. 

The price of milk has been increased to 7c per half 
pint bottle over a 6c cost last year. Meat prices are very 

high. 

We have received less of the government surplus com- 
modities.. There have been almost no meat products. Last 
year we received surplus turkeys, hams, and large allo- 
cations of hamburg. 

This situation means that your lunch program is work- 
ing on such a close margin that there is a probability of 
a deficit for the school year. It would seem that the cost 
of the lunch must be increased, however, this is not pos- 
sible at the persent time as we must have the approval 
of the state, or the town must make a larger appropria- 
tion in this department. :

In reviewing the Survey Report of 1954, it will be noted 
that the projected enrollments are very accurate. The 
Committee feels that the statistics from this report are 
valid for determining future school building needs. 


_ At the present time all non-basement elementary school 
classrooms are in use. There is one basement classroom 
at the Pine Grove School which is not being used. This 
room may be utilized for a small group during the com- 
ing school year. 

The statistics show that two additional elementary 
school classrooms are needed for the school year start- 
ing September 1959. 


The high school was constructed for an enrollment of 
400 pupils. The actual registration shows that the en- 
rollments may be somewhat higher than the 1954 pro- 
jection. The enrollment could reach 400 pupils by 1961. 
There needs to be no immediate concern about the hous- 
ing of high school pupils. The heating plant at the high 
school is capable of handling an expansion of several 
classrooms. 
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The surveys indicate that future school construction 
should take the form of additional classrooms being 
added at the Pine Grove School and at the S. G. Huston 
School. 


From the above statistics the School Survey Commit- 
tee recommends that the appointment of a School Build- 
ing Committee should be authorized by the citizens at 
ihe annual town meeting in March 1958. 


This School Building Committee will work with the 
School Survey Committee in preparing plans to provide 
ihe necessary elementary school classrooms for the en- 
rollment of September 1959. The School Building Com- 
mittee will present preliminary architectural plans and 
building costs for consideration at the annual town meet- 
ing in March 1959. 


REPORT OF 
FALMOUTH YOUTH-ADULT COMMITTEE 


The Citizens Committee as appointed by the Select- 
men of Falmouth have had five meetings. All members 
participated in discussions particularly related to recre- 
ation and recreation facilities. Three subjects were 
studied at some length, namely: 


1. Skating Rinks and how they can be established. 


2. Falmouth Playground Association Depot Road op- 
posite the public library. 


3. Canteens for teen-agers. 

All of the studies and discussions of this committee 
have not resulted in any specific recommendations. How- 
ever it is the unanimous feeling of all members that 
more interest should be taken in this committee work if 
any good results are to be forthcoming.

At the meeting of March 18, 1957, the Board voted to 
oppose the construction of the Interstate Highway 
through the Town of Falmouth. 

Shortly thereafter, for business reasons, Chairman 
Albert Lund, and Secretary Robert Norton, resigned. 

At the next regular meeting, Warren S. Brown was 
elected Chairman and Carter Milliken was elected Sec- 
retary.” 

As required by law, the Selectmen appointed two new 
members io fill the vacancies for the remainder of the 
year. . 

The Board has since consisted of five members as re- 
quired under the statutes, 

The Board has met much more frequenily than once 
a month. 

Public hearings were held, streets were named, and 
other new streets and development plans were accepted. 

There were many joint meetings of the Planning Board 
and the Board of Selectmen. 

By the full cooperation of the two Boards meeting with 
the Highway Commission, we were able to retain three 
roads over the proposed interstate highway, and were 
guaranteed a full and adequate interchange just north 
of the present Depot Rd. 

At this. writing the Planning Board and the Board of 
Selectmen are making a joint effort to stop the creation 
of the proposed Portland City Dump, on the Wilson land, 
on the Falmouth south border and watershed. 

These are the highlights. 

I will not burden you with the many other things we 
have done or the things we perhaps should have done 
but haven't.

ASSETS 


The cash balances, as noted in the Balance Sheet, were 
reconciled with the bank statements and a written con- 
firmation of the balances was made. 

Uncollected Taxes and Tax Liens unpaid at December

Written confirmation was made of notes payable and 
all cancelled bonds and coupons were physically in- 
spected. 
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GENERAL 


The procedure for keeping the municipal records of 
the Clerk-Treasurer- and Tax Collector was examined, 
and found to be adequate and in compliance with the 
General Laws of the State of Maine, as required of the 
several officers mentioned herein. 

The Selectmen’s records are kept by double entry 
bookkeeping and a trial balance is taken as often as 
once a month. Detailed records are kept of all accounts 
to support the balances as shown on the trial balance. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


This audit was made as required by the State Depart- 
ment of Audit, Chapier 405, Section 26 of the General 
Laws of 1957. 

Records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. The system of internal con- 
trol was reviewed as to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. External verifications on a 
test basis, were utilized to determine the correctness of 
recorded assets and liabilities. 


Receipts, vouchers and cancelled checks were ex- 
amined for a selected period. Bond and Insurance cov- 
erages were examined.

REPORT OF 


FALMOUTH SEWER DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


This Committee was organized pursuant to vote of the 
Town at its 1956 Town Meeting, and was given con- 
tinued authorization at the 1957 Town Meeting to pursue 
a study of the advisability of establishing a Falmouth 
Sewer District. The Committee has already made one 
_ written report to the Town, dated March 4, 1957, and has 


- held a public hearing on February 27, 1957, on its pro- 


posals and findings. 


Subsequent to these actions, the Committee has, dur- 
ing 1957, taken the following steps: (1) Interviewed sev- 
eral engineering firms, and recommended the employ- 
ment by the Town of the firm of Camp, Dresser & McKee, 
of Boston, Massachusetts, for the purpose of providing 
the Town with a master comprehensive survey and plan 
for sanitary sewerage facilities for Falmouth; (2) secured 
passage by the 98th Maine Legislature of the Falmouth 
Sewer District Act, which Act will establish a Falmouth 
Sewer District if accepted by the residents of the Town 
at a Referendum to be held prior to June 1, 1958; (3) made 
application to the Community Facilities Administration of 
the Federal Housing and Home Finance Agency for a 
loan under P.L. 560, 83rd Congress, to cover the cost of 
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the engineering Master Plan, which application has been 
duly approved; and (4) received, on December 20, 1957, 
a comprehensive Report on a Plan for a Sanitary Sewer- 
age System for Falmouth, from Camp, Dresser & McKee. 
In addition, the Committee has met almost weekly to 
consider the various problems connected with the above 
actions. 


Because of the complexity of the problem, the Com- 
mittee is making no attempt to summarize here, or at the 
1958 Town Meeting, the findings of our engineers. Rather, 
it is planned to hold one or more public hearings within 
a very few weeks after the Town Meeting, and, in addi- 
tion, to distribute to each homeowner in Falmouth, a 
summary of the Engineers’ Report, so that all persons 
interested may have a full opportunity to discuss the 
pros and cons of accepting the Falmouth Sewer District 
Act. It is expected that a Referendum date on such ac- 
ceptance will be set shortly after the conclusion of the 
public hearings and distribution of the summary reports. 


Your Committee has devoted much time to finding an- 
swers to the serious pollution problems in Falmouth, and 
to finding answers to the problem of financing the cost 
of acquiring this information without cost to the Town. 
It is hoped that as many residents as possible will see fit 
to attend the hearings on this subject which is of con- 
cern to all of us.

$129,794.00 as shown above is mainly due to more small 
jobs of additions, alterations and installations of Heating 
Systems this past year. 


According to all the information I can gather from 
Dodge Reports, throughout this part of the country, the 
Town of Falmouth has consistently been ahead about 
10% with the other Towns of comparable size, in all 
building. f 


We still have a great deal of room for improvement in 
' the Business and Industrial areas of our Town, which 
seems to have been at a standstill this past year, perhaps 
part of the lack of Business Building has been the uncer- 
tainty of the New Highway, etc., but now that this has 
been settled, I think it is the duty, and to the advantage 
of every Citizen of Falmouth, to try and sell our available 
Business Areas to the rest of the Country, the fact that 
Falmouth is nearly 100% residential, is indication enough 
that we certainly need something to try and hold down 
the steadily rising Tax Rate, and we all know by this 
time, that Residential Building is not the answer to our 
problems.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
FALMOUTH—1958 


The public health nursing program is still carried on in 
the same manner that it has been in the past years. The 
public health nurse has continued services to families 
needing help in solving their health problems. Home 
visits are made to explain and demonstrate how to carry 
out the recommendations given the families by their 
physician or clinic. 


The Falmouth Health Council has sponsored a child 
health conference every month since 1941. The commu- 
nity has responded well to the opportunity for child health 
guidance. All children receive a physical examination 
and the public health nurse discusses with the families 
the physician's findings and assists them in obtaining 
further help whenever it is necessary. In 1948, 147 chil- 
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dren attended the child health conference, the attendance 
in 1958 was 203 which is about an 18% increase. This 
year 32 received immunization against diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, and tetanus, 25 were vaccinated against 
smallpox. Salk vaccine is still available at child health 
conferences. Twenty-five second and 25 third inocula- 
tions of polio vaccine were given. 


The cardiac, crippled children's and tuberculosis pro- 
grams are important functions of the public health nurse. 
This consists of early case finding, observing and helping 
others to recognize conditions or habits which might pro- 
duce crippling defects. In working with the physically 
handicapped, the public health’ nurse teaches families 
and patients the importance of self-reliance promoted by 
encouraging independence in daily activities and interest 
in useful occupations. - 


The public health nurse assisted the health council in 
sponsoring three adult polio vaccine clinics, 267 people 
received their first inoculations, 293 their second and 127 
their third inoculations. These clinics were held 4 to 6 
p.m. so that people working would be able to take advan- 
tage of them. 


The public health nurse assists the local health council 
in planning its activities for the year. 

Your public health nurse wishes to express her ap- 
preciation to the health council and all individuals who 
have assisted with the public health program.

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


serving as Tree Warden for the Town of Falmouth, has 
been a very busy and productive one this past year. My 
job is to keep watch over some 1,400 elms on Town owned 
property, mostly the tall shady ones on our roads and 
spot signs of Dutch Elm Disease. When diseased elm 
trees are spotted on private property the owners are 
notitied. 
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After finding these suspected diseased Town owned 
elms, the State Entomologists in Augusta are called in to 
make tests. When infected trees are found, the trees are 
cut down and burned on location or hauled to the dump 
for burial. 


The disease shows most in the spring when leaves 
should flourish, but instead bear partly shriveled leaves 
and probably show decaying limbs. These are ideal 
breeding places for the disease. 


All elm trees along the right of way of all Town roads 
were sprayed in April. A survey of all elms on Town: 
property has been made and a map set up indicating 
the location of each. 


Ten infected elms and a nest of 16 infected grouped 
trees on Plot No. 87 at the southwest end of the Lambert 
Street Bridge were spotted and disposed of. 


The Turnpike Authority has assured us that they are 
going to remove all the infected trees within their right of 
way in our Town. 


We have under contract a thorough Sanitation Job now 
being carried out in the Pleasant Hill Area. 


We feel that with tree removals, spraying and trimming 
as of now, we are abreast of the situation.

Books have again been made available to the elemen- 
tary grades during the winter months through the 
medium of book boxes, and the sixth grade pupils have 
received instruction in the use of the library and its 
services.

REPORT OF 
FALMOUTH RECREATION COMMITTEE 


A playground and swim program was offered to the 
children of Falmouth during the summer of 1958. 


The program consisted of swimming instructions for 
beginners at the Y.M.C.A. Ninety-seven non-swimmers 
took advantage of this program. Thirty-seven children 
learned to swim at least twenty-five feet. 


A supervised playground program was offered four 
afternoons a week over a five week period. An additional 
twenty-seven took advantage of this program, thus mak- 
ing a total of one hundred and twenty-four children par- 
ticipating in the programs 


Two field trips were offered, one to Sebago State Park 
and one to the State Game Preserve at Gray. Supervised 
swimming was offered on both trips. There was an at- 
tendance of about ninety children on each field trip. 


The supervisors salary was paid by the $289.00 al- 
lotted to the committee at the last town meeting, a grant 
from the United Community Services, and the Registra- 
tion Fee of one dollar per child. 


The committee had planned to provide five skating 
areas in the town, namely: Pleasant Hill, two in West Fal- 
mouth (one either side of the Gray Road), Squitterygus- 


set Pond, and the Legion Field, but due to the early win- 


ter it was impossible to get equipment in to properly pre- 
pare the areas. Plans are made for an early start in the 
fall of 1959 to provide skating for all the townspeople. 
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The committee holds meetings at the Falmouth Town 
Hall the last Tuesday of each month, at eight o'clock. All 
meetings are open to anyone who may wish to attend 
Suggestions on ways to improve the recreational facili- 
ties of the town are more than welcome.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Town of Falmouth 
1958 


In setting up the elementary classrooms for September 
1958, an effort was made to give the teachers of each 
grade approximately the same number of pupils. This 
method of organization made it necessary to convey a 
few pupils from one area to another. However, the ad- 
vantages are that each pupil in a given grade has the 
same opportunity for individual attention and no class- 
room is overcrowded, 


Miss Alice Robinson, Principal of the Huston School, is 
the Curriculum Coordinator for the elementary grades. 
The Curriculum Coordinator works with the teachers to 
establish a uniform program of study for each grade. 
Also, a course of study will be outlined for each subject 
starting with the lower grades. 


The remedial reading teacher, Mrs. Beatrice Cobb, has 
been working with 60 pupils of the sixth, seventh and 
eighth grades to improve their comprehension and rate 
of reading. 


Since the opening of school in September, the sixth 
grade pupils have been in a departmentalized system for 
four subjects—language, reading, science, and arithme- 
tic. There are four classes in each subject. The pupils are 
divided according to their present accomplishment and 
ability to master the subject. In social studies, music, 
physical education, and the home room, there is no ho- 
mogenous grouping. The present results indicate that 
this system of grouping offers a distinct advantage to 


each child in that he may advance at a rate comparable 


to his ability and understanding. In this system the pupil 
may be changed from one group to another (within the 
school year) as the individual progress may warrant. 


The mental ability (1.Q.) tests will continue to be given 
in grades 3-5-7-9. Achievement tests in each subject area 
will be administered annually during the month of April 
to each grade from the second through the eighth. The 
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school program would be far more effective if each par- 
ent would confer with the teacher regarding the results 
of these tests. A more definite understanding of the 
child's ability and progress will make the cooperative 
efforts of the school and the home more successful. 


During the past year the high school program has been 
broadened io include physical education. Guidance 
counselling has been established for each student in the 
junior and senior high school. For the coming year, it 
will be necessary to expand the services of the High 
School Library. On July 1, 1960 Falmouth High School 
will be fully accredited by the State Department of Edu- 
cation.

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FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 


Most parents of high school students are already quite 
familiar with much of the information in this article, so it 
might be said that this is written mainly for the benefit 
of the citizens who have no son or daughter in high 
school. 


In the fall of 1958 a course was instituted to prepare 
the student who wished to apply specifically to the voca- 
tional school. The requirements in English, social sciences, 
mathematics and natural sciences are identical with the 
college preparatory courses with the addition of industrial 
arts. 


Further provisions in providing for individual differ- 
ences are being made with what the school feels is the 
better placement of students in groups according to na- 
tive ability. Results of tests of mental maturity, achieve- 
ment tests and teachers’ marks in subject areas are used 
in an effort to place the student in the group which will 
be most beneficial to him. From the data, tentative lists 
are made and teachers who have had the students in 
their classes carefully review this, furnishing information 
of a personal nature on conditions not detected in any of 
the standardized tests and make recommendations which 
they feel would be of further help in better grouping. 


One teacher is conducting a seminar in reading for a 
group of students. Its purpose is to help improve their 
reading. The amount of individual help to meet the needs 
of these students makes it necessary to limit the size of 
the class to 12 or 15 students. At the present time there 
are additional students who should be given the same 
opportunity, but are denied the help because the teacher’ 
has a full teaching schedule. 


Another teacher requested that one of her classes be 
divided, even though it meant teaching an additional 
three periods each week, in order that a group of stu- 
dents, weak in fundamentals, might receive more indi- 
vidual attention in specific areas. 


The two examples cited are typical of the excellent 
teaching staff in your high school, where the needs of the 
individual are constantly kept in mind. 
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Although a personal expression of appreciation has 
been extended to the class of 1958 on behalf of the school, 
your principal would like to acknowledge publicly, with 
thanks, their gift of money toward the establishment of 
an Organ Fund, which they hoped would be carried on 
by succeeding classes until the purchase of such an in- 
strument for the school may be realized. 


In like mamner, he would like to thank Mr. D. K. Ham- 
mett for the splendid gift of ‘National Geographic” maga- 
zines, Mr. Francis T. Morris for his gift of books to the 
library, and Scribner & Iverson who, again this year, as 
they have for the past several years, donated a one-year 
subscription to the ‘Nation's Business”. 


Your principal could not conclude this brief report with- 
out expressing the appreciation of the students, faculty 
and himself for the excellent building and facilities. He 
wishes that every citizen and taxpayer could hear the 
tribute paid to this town by those who have occasion to 
visit the new high school.

REPORT OF THE 
ELEMENTARY MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Since September 1958, I have worked solely in the 
Falmouth school system. Previously my time had been 
divided, among the towns of Falmouth, North Yarmouth, 
Cumberland and Chebeague Island. I am now able to 
make weekly visits to thirty-three classes in seven 
schools. 


The highlight of the past year was a festival of music 
held on two successive days in May at the high school 
auditorium. The programs consisted of songs, singing 
games, dances, and rhythm band selections chosen by 
the children themselves from the year’s repertoire of 
music. Many of the selections were presented in cos- 
tumes and with props made in the classroom by the 
pupils. The children were thrilled at performing on the 
vast stage before such a large audience of parents and 
friends. The cooperation of the teachers in its prepara- 
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tion, the helpfulness of the bus drivers, the splendid fa- 
cilities of our new high school, the keen enthusiasm and 
the superior conduct of the children made the festival an 
event long to be remembered. 


During the Christmas season I emphasized carols, cus- 
toms, and legends in other lands. Many interesting and 
informative programs were organized and presented in 
the classrooms as a result of the children’s eagerness to 
acquire more knowledge of how Christmas is celebrated 
around the world. 


The Stephen G. Huston School has a distinct advan- 
tage over the other elementary schools. In the basement 
is a recreational area with a stage where I can conduct 
my classes in unconfined dramatization of songs and for 
the whole class participation in singing games and 
dances. At Christmas the two second grades in that 
school presented “The Shoemaker and the Elves”. 


My main objective in music education is to help the 
children acquire an appreciation and a love of music. 
Secondly, I aim to develop some degree of skill in their 
understanding and interpreting the written symbols of 
music. | am concerned that the music activities be en- 
joyable to the children. I envy the classroom teacher for 
it is she who is in the position to use music when it can 
be most meaningful in classroom living, offering relaxa- 
tion, enrichment, and variety in the daily routine. 


In order for the music program to function more effi- 
ciently there is an urgent need for certain pieces of basic 
equipment. Among the very necessary materials for a 
successful activities class are a well-tuned piano, an 
autoharp which is used for harmonic accompaniments ‘in 
the primary grades and to be played by the children and 
teachers in the intermediate grades, a keyboard instru- 
ment of the Song Bells type (metal xylophone with chro- 
matics), simple melody instruments such as the {fluto- 
phone in the intermediate grades, a record player of good 
quality, a varied collection of appropriate records, and 
several types of percussion instruments. A set of rhythm 
band instruments should be available in each primary 
classroom. 


To emphasize the responsibility of the American public 
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schools for the teaching of music, I quote section one of 
The Child’s Bill of Rights in Music which was adopted in 
1950 by the Music Educators’ National Conference: 


“Every child has the right to a full and free opportu- 
nity to explore and develop his capacities in the 
field of music in such ways as may bring him happi- 
ness and a sense of well-being; stimulate his imagji- 
nation and stir his creative activities; and make him 
so responsive that he will cherish and seek to renew 
the fine feeling induced by music.”

REPORT OF THE 
SECONDARY SCHOOLS MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Progress is evident in the new band programs through- 
out the Falmouth school system from grades four through 
eight. 


Similar to the well known “farm system", so success- 
fully used by baseball's major leagues, we now have our 
own beginners’ classes in a comprehensive class lesson 
program of band instrument instruction. 


Our chief obstacle has been, and probably will con- 
tinue to be, that of basketball practice. Unfortunately, 
both band classes and basketball practice take place 
immediately after school causing a conflict which neces- 
sitates a choice, by the students, of one or the other. 
Despite diligent effort by administration there seems to 
be no solution to this problem. The “drop-out” rate at the 
beginning of basketball practice skyrocketed to 70%. For 
the 30% remaining the music department is most grateful 
as it still represents progress toward bigger and better 
band programs. 


- The Christmas, Easter, Festival, Memorial and Com- 
mencement objectives remain the same, with the Junior 
High and Senior High choruses, plus both bands, figur- 
ing prominently in these occasions. Our high school band 
has also performed at rallies, assemblies and some of the 
basketball games this year. 


Music theory, with worktext, continues in the Junior 
Bo 


High. It is my firm belief that the knowledge of elemen- 
tary theory and harmony gained from these courses, 
sends the pupils on to high school with a good baptism 
in at least one of the three major arts.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF POLICE 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


Your Police Department has just completed its first full 
calendar year of service to the Town. Its records indicate 
that the citizens of Falmouth are daily using more of the 
services offered by the Police Department. The Police De- 
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partment is always ready to be of service to you. 


The Police Department has one combination Cruiser 
Car-Ambulance, two full time men and seven Special 
Police, giving the Town 24 hours of Police protection. 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation reported that Rural 
Crime in the United States is increasing at a higher rate 
than is the population. The Falmouth Police Records show 
a slight decrease in crime for 1958 over 1957. 


In spite of an all out effort to prevent auto accidents on 
our highways, the number of auto accidents in 1958 
showed an increase over the previous year. 


In the spring of 1958, Chief Marshall conducted a Bi- 
cycle & Pedestrian Safety Program in all the Falmouth 
Schools. At the High School, a Highway Safety Program 
was given by members:of the Falmouth and State Police. 


On June 23, 1958, the Falmouth Police were called to 
investigate the murder of Dennis Down of the Babbidge 
Road, Falmouth. We were given a great deal of assist- 
ance by the State of Maine Attorney General's Dept., 
Maine State Police, Cumberland County Sheriff's Dept., 
and many other departments within and outside of the 
State of Maine. This investigation at the present time is 
still continuing. 


The Police Department is still active with its Training 
Program. Chief Marshall attended F.B.I. conferences on, 
“Juvenile Delinquency”, ‘Records and Identification”, 
and ‘Bomb Threats”. First Aid Training has been given 
to all mén, as has the rules of Arrest and Patrol Tactics.

Part of the reason for the small number of fires in 1958 
was no doubt due to the weather. 


Another reason is that everyone has to get a permit to 
burn, and we just do not give out permits, unless the 
weather and conditions are in our favor. 


We had several fires in the last year that could of 
been heavy losses, if they had burned a few minutes 
longer. But the fast response, of your alert fire companies 
and your Central alarm system, stopped them cold be- 
fore they could get a head start. 


It was my request, that you be especially careful of 
incinerator fires, and you certainly were, keep it up you 
did a wonderful job. Thanks. Remember if your fire dam- 
ages someone else’s property, YOU are responsible. 
Don't forget to get a permit before you start that fire. It's 
eh as 
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FIRE HEADQUARTERS: 


At this time I would like to clarify the Fire Department 
payroll. Here at Headquarters we have a Chief Dispatch- 
er and two dispatchers, who receive all emergency calls 
for both fire and police, requests for snow removal and 
sanding, also calls for information. We also monitor the 
State Police making a record of stolen cars and escaped 
and missing persons. We assist both state and our own 
Police Dept. when needed on automobile accidents. In 
fact well over half of our activities involve Police busi- 
ness. The cost of operation of this Department is borne 
by the Fire Department. 


I think we should keep this in mind, some $5,600.00 is 
in the Fire budget for services rendered other depart- 
ments. To my mind it should make no difference in what 
department the fund is included, the men have to be 
paid. 


NEW EQUIPMENT: 


This year Engine #1 and #4 are twenty years old, and 
must be replaced. We will replace Eng. #4 this year and 
Eng. #1 next year, if you people are willing. The cost 
of this new pumper will be the same as the one we 
bought last year, $12,500.00. Last year we bought 1,000 
ft. of the best fire hose obtainable, this year we plan to 
buy another 1,000 ft., also 500 ft. of 11/,."" hose. 


FIREMEN’S TRAINING: 


During the year, the men in our dept. received forty- 
eight (48) hours training under the supervision of two 
State of Maine Department of Education instructors. This 
training covered Hose—Ladders—and Fire Streams. This 
instruction cost the Town nothing, but cost the State 
$500.00. In addition to this training firemen have a week- 
ly training night when every angle of fire fighting and 
rescue is taught by the officers. 


A REQUEST: 


When the fire alarm is sounded, PLEASE do not call 
Headquarters. The Dispatcher is busy getting the trucks 
under way, advising them of exact fire location, type of 
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fire, etc. He keeps a record of time of response of each 
truck. The time each truck arrives at fire. A complete Log 
is kept on each fire from the minute it is called in until 
the all out is sounded. While the alarm is blowing, the 
Dispatcher has to notify the Police Dept., and take calls 
from the fire stations via telephone. Once the trucks are 
at the fire then he must handle emergency traffic from 
units. So PLEASE don't tie up our telephone lines. THEY 
ARE VITAL TO YOUR PROTECTION. Thanks. 


I hope you like this report, get over to town meeting.

ASSETS 


The cash balances, as noted in the Balance Sheet, were 
reconciled with the bank statements and a written con- 
firmation of the balances was made. 


A percentage of the uncollected taxes and tax liens un- 
paid at December 31, 1958 were also verified by written 
confirmation. 


LIABILITIES 


Written confirmation was made of notes payable and 
all cancelled bonds and coupons were physically in- 
spected. 


GENERAL 


The procedure for keeping the municipal records of the 
Clerk—Treasurer—and Tax Collector was examined, and 
found to be adequate and in compliance with the Gen- 
eral Laws of the State of Maine, as required of the sev- 
eral officers mentioned herein. 


The Selectmen's records are kept by double eniry 
bookkeeping and a trial balance is taken as often as 
once a month. Detailed records are kept of all accounts 


to support the balances as shown on the trial balance. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


This audit was made as required by the State Depart- 
ment of Audit, Chapter 405, Section 26, of the General 
Laws of 1957. 3 


Records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. The system of internal con- 
trol was reviewed as to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. External verifications, on a 
test basis, were utilized to determine the correctness of 
recorded assets and liabilities. 


Receipts, vouchers and cancelled checks were exam- 
ined for a selected period. Bond and insurance coverages 
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were examined. Excise Tax collections for a selected 
period were verified with copies of the receipts retained 
by the Tax Collector. 

Various laws relating to the administration of the fiscal 
affairs of the municipality were reviewed to determine 
that the financial transactions had been property admin- 
istered. |

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—1959 


The very important work in the Division of Public Health 
Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
is to provide public health nursing service to people in the 
rural areas and small towns of our state. These services 
include: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their homes 
for the prevention of illness, promotion of health and 
correction of defects. 

Follow-up home visiting to individuals and families under 
care of the various State clinics and services—crippled 
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children, adolescent, and cardiac—to help patients and 

families carry out the doctor’s instructions for treatment. 

Working closely with the townspeople, individually and 

in groups, so that the people themselves will take re- 

sponsibility for developing health programs to meet their 
unique health needs. 

The Falmouth Health Council sponsors a monthly child 
health conference—one was cancelled this year because of 
stormy weather. The attendance this year was 36 infants 
and 145 pre-school children. The attendance for the past 
three years has varied very little. 

The following immunizations and vaccinations were given 
this year: 


Smallpox 25 
Diptheria, Whooping 
Cough and Tetanus 18 _ boosters 19 


Polio—first 22 
second 19 
third 27 
fourth 4 


Of the 67 children that started their immunizations at 
the child health conferences, only eight did not complete 
the series. Up to September 4959, the Department of 
Health and Welfare had been providing free polio vaccine 
for infants and pre-school children attending the child 
health conferences, but it is now the responsibility of the 
towns or individuals to provide this. At the Falmouth con- 
ferences a small fee is asked. This covers the cost of the 
material used. There are a number of children in Falmouth, 
no doubt, that are now ready for their fourth polio vaccine 
inoculation. This is known as the booster dose, which is 
given one year after the third inoculation. 

The Public Health Nurse is available to assist the Health 
Council in planning its activities for the year.

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SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The committee held meetings on January 11th and 20th 
and held a joint meeting with the School Survey Committee 
on January 26th. 


After considering the recommendations of the School 
Survey Committee and the needs of the Schoo! Department 
the Building Committee voted to re-open two basement 
classrooms, one at Pine Grove and one at the Huston 
School. The expense to make these two rooms serviceable 
will be approximately $1,000.00 each. The availability 
of these two rooms will take care of the School Depart- 
ment’s requirements for the school year 1960-61. The 
committee does not intend that these two rooms shall be 
used indefinitely, but only until new construction makes 
their use unnecessary. The committee is fully aware of the 
disadvantages of basement classrooms but believes it is 
wise to use them temporarily in the present emergency. 


In September of 1961 the School Department will re- 
quire a total of four new classrooms. The committee feels 
that any new construction, which certainly will be required, 
should be carefully planned, taking into account present 
and possible future trends in location of new homes. For 
this reason, the committee will work closely with the Plan- 
ning Board, School and Survey Committees during the 
spring and summer of this year to arrive at the best possible 
solution to the problem.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Town of Falmouth 


In accordance with the requirements of the laws of the 
State of Maine, |, herewith, submit the annual report and 
financial statement for the Falmouth School System for the 
fiscal year of 1959. 

The schools opened in September 1959 with 1022 pupils 
in the elementary grades and 325 students at Falmouth 
High School. There are sixty-five teachers and principals 
employed to carry on the instruction in the several schools. 
One new teaching position was filled in September by em- 
ploying a teacher as a part time librarian and English in- 
structor at Falmouth High School. For the coming school 
year, the enrollment statistics show that the following 
additional teachers are needed: one subprimary, one fourth 
grade, one junior high and one high school. 

The Stanford Achievement tests were administered to 
the pupils from the second grade through grade eight. The 
results of these tests show that there is not one subject in 
which the Falmouth median is lower than the National 
median and in 90% of the subjects the Falmouth median 
is much higher than the National average. These results 
indicate industriousness on the part of the children together 
with competent instruction from the teachers. 

At the start of school in September 1959, one group of 
the ninth grade was given advanced standing in some of 
the classes. This advanced standing was made possible 
by the extra work which had been completed through 
homogeneous grouping in the Junior High School. Within 
the next two years it is expected that one group of pupils 
will have completed Algebra | before entering High School. 
Although definite recognition is being given to individual 
abilities, emphasis will continue to be placed upon the 
mastery of subject matter before a pupil is promoted to the 
next higher grade. There are minimum requirements for 
promotion in each grade. 

This year the High School faculty has been making an 
evaluative study of the school program as a partial fulfill- 
ment of the requirements for continuation of membership 
with New England Association of Colleges and Secondary 
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Schools. (The New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools is the accrediting association for New 
England.) Twenty-four of the members of the graduating 
class of forty-six students continued their education beyond 
high school. This is approximately 52 percent of the class. 


The following new teachers were employed for the 
school year 1959-60:

FALMOUTH SCHOOL SURVEY COMMITTEE 


The Falmouth School Survey Committee has held three 
meetings in the past year. 

From a study of the enrollment statistics for the school 
year 1959-60 and the enrollment of previous years, a 
projection has been made to estimate the elementary class- 
room needs for the next five years. For 1959-60 all non- 
basement classrooms are in use. The following table shows 
the pupil-teacher distribution for each grade:

The immediate needs (1960-61) are for one additional 
room for the sub-primary grade and one additional room 
for the fourth grade. Within two years one additional 
classroom for each fifth and sixth grade will be required. 

It would appear that these classrooms should be in the 
vicinity of the Foreside or Lunt-Motz area. Consideration 
should be given to maintaining the present class grouping 
for the fifth and sixth grade pupils. 

For the school year 1960-61, it is suggested that tem- 
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porary, basement classrooms should be established at the 
Pine Grove School and Huston School. With such an 
arrangement the location of new classrooms can be de- 
termined and the new rooms made available for the open- 
ing of school in September 1961. 

It would appear that the availability of five classrooms 
per grade for the first six grades would meet the demand 
for the next five years. 

The School Survey Committee has presented the School 
Building Committee with its findings and recommendations.

ASSETS 


The cash balances as noted in the Balance Sheet, were 
reconciled with the bank statements, and a written con- 
firmation of the balance was made. 

A percentage of the uncollected taxes and tax liens un- 
paid at December 31, 1959 were also verified by written 
confirmation. 


LIABILITIES 


Written confirmation was made of notes payable and all 
cancelled bonds and coupons were physically inspected. 


ft GENERAL 


The procedure for keeping the municipal records of the 
Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Collector was examined, and 
found to be adequate and in compliance with the General 
Laws of the State of Maine, as required of the several offi- 
cers mentioned herein. 

The selectmen’s records are kept by double entry book- 
keeping and a trial balance is taken as often as once a 
month. Detailed records are kept of all accounts to support 
the balances as shown on the trial balance. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


This audit was made as required by the State Department 
of Audit, Chapter 405, Section 26, of the General Laws of 
WIS? 

Records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. The system of internal control 
was reviewed as to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. External verifications ona test basis were 
utilized to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 

Receipts, vouchers and cancelled checks were examined 
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for a selected period. Bond and insurance coverages were 
examined. Excise Tax collections for a selected period were 
verified with copies of the receipts retained by the Tax 
Collector. 

Various laws relating to the administration of the fiscal 
affairs of the municipality were reviewed to determine that 
the financial transactions had been properly administered.

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TO THE CITIZENS OF FALMOUTH 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citizens of Falmouth 
for their support and cooperation during my brief term as selectman. 
My reason for not running again is personal and has no connection with 


the town, its officers, or its administration in any way. 


Upon assuming office it was immediately apparent to me that the other 
two selectmen were seriously concerned with the rising tax rate and were 
determined to put the town administration on a sound economic basis. 
A business-like operation of the town cannot be accomplished without 
overall perspective and an elimination of the old fashioned “sectionalism” 
which haunts so many similar towns. It was for this reason that while in 
office my first and only regard has been for the Town of Falmouth as a 
whole and not just West Falmouth. 


I sincerely hope that the new selectman, whoever he or she may be, 
will continue to work in close harmony with the other two in their efforts, 
to continue and improve this program which they have so capably started. 
Several policies or procedures have already been established and are now 
in operation, and there are many more opportunities for improvement 
when time and conditions permit. A definite work-week and vacation- 
holiday policy has been established for all town employees. Under a 
monthly report set-up of work schedules all department heads will coordi- 
nate their work with the selectmen in order that budget allotments will 
be more strictly adhered to. 


Several improvements in the bookkeeping procedures which eliminate 


duplication of effort have been realized by working with the town treasurer 


and the auditors.

In conclusion it would seem advisable that the candidates for third 
selectman realize that the position requires at least two days a week at 
the Town Office. Anything less would be a hardship on all concerned, 
because without a full understanding of all the duties involved, the third 
selectman would be unable to step up and efficiently assume more re- 
sponsibilities as time went on. 


As the town of Falmouth grows, its problems and the demands for 
service increase and become more complex, necessitating changes in policy 
or procedure. Unless these changes are made wisely and when required 
we shall soon find ourselves taxed beyond our ability to pay.
